lands, he has no security that he will en- 
joy the results of his labor. He trusts 
in the first place to the generosity of the 
government not to disturb him till the 
lands are surveyed and brought into the 
market. Then in consideration is guar- 
anteed for his improvements, and in case 
lie is unable to pay the price a specula- 
tor is willing to give, he must lose bis 
improvements, and the prospective re- 
ward of his labor, wjUl the enhanced 
value of his farm. The tendency is con- 
sequently in favor of the land speculator ; 
and the natural result of the system is 
that the poor settler has no advantages 
offered him id settle the country ; but is 
placed at the mercy of those who hope 
to draw the means of ease and luxury 
from his honest toil. Continue this sys- 
tem, and you foster a class who are 
worse than gamblers ; for the gambler 
merely risks coin for coin ; but the land 
speculator plays for Cod's best gift to 
man, the homes and firesides of the peo- 
ple. Continue this and you introduce 
the odious system of landlord and ten- 
ant,— of patronage and dependance, — 
instead of an independent yeomanry, 
the hone and sinew, the pride and glory 
and boast of every great country. 

Our object should be to avoid those 
evils, anil populate the country as fast as 
possible. We should introduce a sys- 
tem that offers an inducement to popula- 
tion—one which will give the hardy 
settler decided advantages,— : and one 
which Will use the wealth of the. non- 
occupying and nun-producing speculator 
to add p'opulaliotl to the country. Ex- 
perience has proven that gold countries 
beget a restless and roving population; 
and that the dependance of government 
for revenue, directly, is on Ihe agricul- 
tural and commercial classes. Ill order 
then to settle the country and found 
pcnna r,,,| it sources of revenue as quickly 
tn possible, pdvanioge ghould be taken 



to lose sight of the 
moneyed class. Our object should be 
to turn to account the thrifty farmer and 
the land speculator, and make them fur- 
nish the means to increase the popula- 
tion. 

Taking for granted that public compe- 
tition would rai.-e the price of lands, 
and place the officials above suspicion, 
it would then remain to appropriate the 
proceeds to secure our object. To do 
this the Territorial revenue should not 
be liable for any of the expenses of the 
colony, except, that of the Surveyor's 
department ; and that the surplus should 
be used in bringing population from 
abroad and settling them in the colony. 



WHETHER the Family-Compact found 
it impossible to carry the famous " mis- 
representation Bill" through the Assem- 
bly, against the well understood wishes 
of the people, or whether they wished to 
conciliate all, it matters not, as the bill 
is now dead. Mr. Yates, however, in 
denouncing the bill, and with the co- 
operation of Messrs. Skinner and Pem- 
bcrton, rejecting it, has done good ser- 
vice to the people; the reward for which 
is their esteem and confidence. It now 
remains to introduce a bill which will 
meet and harmonize Ihe views of all. 
Summing up the wishes of the people as 
they have reached us. we find that they 
arc in favor of not less than fifteen nor 
more than twenty members of Assembly ; 
that a revision of the electoral districts 
and the apportionment of members, 
should be made so as to make population 
liie basis of representation, hut not so as 
to give the town of Victoria a controlling 
voice in the legislature, for fear she 
would bo built up at the expense of Ihe 
country ; that the qualification of a 
member should not he more than nine 
months residence in the country, nor 
other property qualification than for a 
voter: that no man should be allowed 



Doubtful Decision.— In the case of 
Capt. Tatchell, bark "Guadcletc," vs. 
W. E. Fouiks, steward, tried before 
Justice Pembcrton, Feb. 20, a decision 
was rendered which may have an impor- 
tant bearing on shipping arriving in this 
port. Ship masters assert that it is 
clearly opposed to Act of Parliament, 
and that the tendency of it is to induce 
sailors arriving in Victoria to refuse duty 
in order to get higher wages, and by 
that Cleans entail on European ships 
treble expenses in re-shipping a crew. 
It appears that Fouiks c'aimed his dis- 
charge on the ground of a verbal agree- 
ment in England with the owners. 
Capt. Tatchell objected to his discharge, 
holding that no verbal agreement could 
set aside the ship's articles signed by 
Fouiks. Mr. Justice Pembcrton in giv- 
ing his judgment, stated that his con- 
science would discharge him ; but, hav- 
ing taken the opinion of three ship 
masters that it would be illegal to do so, 
he refused. Capt. Tatchell then made 
a complaint against Fouiks for refusing 
to perform his duty. The Court deefded 
that Fouiks should be imprisoned 30 
days ; ordered the Captain 1o pay his 
wages into Court, and informed him that 
Fouiks would be discharged from the 
*|ship. Capt. Tatchell claimed that he 
should he put on hoard the ship accord- 
ing to law. hut the JiNiee refused. A 
protest against the decision will be made, 
and Justice Pembcrton held responsible 
for any extra wages the ship may incur 
in consequence of the discharge.

As the Registration of Voter's Bill lias 
passed the Assembly containing a clause 
against British subjects •who have con- 
tracted allegiance to a foreign power, 
it may he well to remind the authors 
that they must either include all or ex- 
clude none. The latter, however, wo 
believe best. As an illustration of a 
disposition to allow some to fatten on 
public pap, whilst others are ostracised, 
we cite the following handed us by a 
friend, born in the old country : " Alex. 
C. Anderson, Collector of Customs for 
Victoria and British Columbia, admitted 
as a citizen of the United Stales before 
the District Court of Clark county, 
Washington Territory, Oct. 3>, 1 851.

It is' an excellent satire on the 
reply of Ilis Excellency of Feb. 13, fa- 
voring I heir education ; and viewing it 
in that tight it tallcys well with another 
reply to a clergyman who made applica- 
tion for the office of teacher ; but who 
was given to understand that the propo- 
sition to educate Songus Indians was im- 
practicable. Truly His Excellency un- 
derstands the mode of feeding the mor- 
bid philanthropists of the Aborigines 
Society and Exeter Hull. Buncombe is 
a great general! 



Spe.vkkk Hulmcken gave notice of 
an address in reply to His Excellency's 
message of Feb. t5. The principal 
points are as follows : 

That the House wishes the Indian*' re- 
moved, not by violence but with their 
consent, to San Juan Island. The re- 
serve to he sold, except the water front. 
The proceeds of sale taken by tiie gov- 
ernment, except sufficient to build a 
school house for the Indians, and pay 
for the survey of the reserve in town 
lots. Interest to be allowed at the rate 
of 5 per cent on surplus proceeds lor 
ten years ; 2 1-2 per cent for ten years 
more. That the interest be applied as 
recommended by His Excellency for the 
education, etc., of the Indians, whom it 
is supposed will all be dead 1'ofore 20 
years. The interest on the proceeds of 
sale to be paid by taxes imposed in the 
town of Victoria. The nett amount, 
with other sums derived from the >vatcr 
front, to be used in improving Victoria 
Harbour, removing Victoria bridge, and 
building another bridge at Point Ellis. 
If this proposition should not be adopted, 
then Victoria bridge to be removed to en- 
large the Harbour, and keep the Indians 
away from town. 

Latest FROM Eraser. — New dig- 
gings- have been found on the tributaries 
of Anderson river. The gold is coarse. 
A considerable quantity has been receiv- 
ed here from Fort Vale by Sporborgand 
Co. The extent of the mines is not 
known 

The news from the Upper Eraser is 
good. 

Some sixty boats left Fort Yale in one 
day bound upward. 

Mr. Wm. Ballou reports having met 
between Fort Hope and Langley 54 
boats going up, and saw a great many 
more at Langley. 

Trade is improving. 

An Indian had been arrested at Fort 
Yale who acknowledged he had killed a 
■whiteman ; but bad been sot on by 
Chinamen.
